The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 19-23 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 19. 21 and 26 each recites the limitation "said container sidewall" in line 
1 . There is Insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 25 recites the limitation "said container sidewall" in line 9. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation In the claim. 

Applicants have set forth a container sidewall portion. 

3. . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tills or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 10, and 13-16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sheldon et al. 

Sheldon et al teach a flange construction for a threaded bottle neck which 
includes triangular undulations in the upper surface as shown in Figure 7. The bottle of 
Sheldon is considered to have a sidewall , transition and base in the conventional 
manner of bottles. The expression "adapted for hot fill processing" is considered to be a 
statement of intended use which does not distinguish the claims over the structure of 
Sheldon et al. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 10-12, 14-17 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Czesak. 
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Czesak teaches a container with a threaded neck having a flange at 40 with 
undulations on the upper surface defined by members 44. The undulations are 
considered to be sinusoidal as shown in Figure 2. Note the upper and lower bumpers 
forming a recessed wall portion at 32. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 9 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Sheldon et al or Czesak. 

The particular number of peaks and valleys in the undulations is considered to be 
a matter of choice dependent in part on the container size and material. 

6. Claims 19-23 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claim 10 above, and further in view of 
Robinson, EP '823. 

To have optionally formed the container sidewall with planar portions connected 
by rounded corner portions with insets so that the containers might be efficiently stored 
would have been obvious in view of the teaching by Robinson in the embodiment in 
Figure 19 showing a rectangular container. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. King et al show another rectangular container with threaded neck 
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and flange. DeGroff, Nakamura et al, Clements et al and Manera show containers with 

undulations. Orton shows a container with storage recess in the sidewall.
